The Table - Synopsis. 


During the mid 80's in a latin american country (not specified which) in a time where the civil war 
was at it's peak a group of hEroes emerged out of nowhere. Everything is being told as a memory 
or an anecdote to a preacher, from the point of view of one of the main characters, as a way of 
absolution prior to be taken to the death row for war crimes he and his fellow friends comitted. 
He narrates how a group of high School seniors, members of a local boxing team, had enough of 
being between the crossfire of both sides of the war, so they decide to gear up and start attacking 
both sides. 

Aided with people from different backgrounds and with different abilities, Alberto, Marco, Roberto, 
Cesar, Juan Jose, Samuel, Fernando and Manuel will pose a threat to both the military and the 
paramilitary, forcing them to stop fighting each other so they can face a common foe. The group 
of insurgents start to appear on public, defending the people, making anouncements on tv and 
on local newspapers, handing out flyers so that everyone knows about them and how they are not 
related to the Government and the military (Opresion force) nor the paramilitary (Revolution force). 
They state that they believe both groups have pros and cons and that each is needed in a country. 

That's why they stablish their name "The Table" (force of mediation) as a metaphor for a "table 
of negotiations" so that each side can state what they want, what they need and how together 
everyone can achieve the goal for the benefit of the country and the people. Both groups decide 
to accept and invite The Table for a meeting, but it all results in the military betraying everyone, 
killing the leaders of the paramilitary and some members of the insurgents. The remaining alive 
manages to escape, all but one: Manuel, the one that's been narrating the story. So it al catches 
to date of how he is confessing to the preacher. 

On a twist of events, Manuel also confesses that he has been telling a twisted truth because he 
knows that the man of God that's been hearing the story, is in fact the brother of the Dictator, 
and that he knows that the technique of bringing a preacher prior to a death sentence is used 
so the remaining loose ends are known for the military to hunt down the remaining alive. Upon 
hearing this, the Preacher fleas the prison but is captured by one member of The Table. Kidnaps 
the Preacher, tells him that he knows he was recording the confession but that he is not going to 
erase it, in matter of fact he is going to make it public so everyone in the country knows about that 
"twisted story" forcing the country to turn their backs on the war and the side they all support., 
that it was all part of the plan since the beginning.
